Wasninetox, October 13.—The supreme 
court of the United States todey began hear- 
ing arguments upom the Mississipp: railroad 
commission cases. There sre three i 
ber having points of di but similar in 
their main features, end they are being argued 
together.

} ‘ogulstions for railroads which 
bul operated under charters of other 
states in the United States. In 1884, the 
Mississippi legislature passed a railroad com- 
mission bill, providing for the appointment of 
a board of commissioners, authorized and re- 
quired to fix the tariff rates for the railroads 
jying in and passing through the state, and 
toexercise certain other functions in the 
metagement of the lines, and empowered the 
commission to demand, under penalties for 
non-compliance, such information from 
ihe roads as might be found desirable in the 
performance of its duties. The commissioners 
tock steps to carry out the law, giving the 
roeds notice of the fact, whereupon the Farm- 
er’s Loan and Trust company, es trustees of tha 
Mobile and Ohio road, the Illinois Central 
end the New Orleans and Northeastern, each 
attecked the law in the federal courts, holding 
itto be unconstitutional, and secured an in- 
junction restraining the commissionersjirom 
carrying the state law into effect. The ques- 
tion comes before the supreme court upon ap- 
peal from the court below.

Six HUNDRED CHANGES MADE IN 
PRESIDENTIAL POSTOFFICSsS. 


Zhe Postmaster General Declines to Acespt Gaar- 
antee Asesccisttons eas Bondsmen-Chiet 
Buseb y- Head in the Capitel—The United 

States Supreme VOourt, Etc, 


Wasutseton, October 13.—Of the six hun} 
dred changes made inthe presidential post- 
masters since the fadjournment of the senate, 
249,were caused by removals of postmasters.By 
the first of December there will be nearly 100 
vacancies in presidential! offices caused by the 
experation of commissions and resignations, 
and it is intended that the postmaster-general 
to give his attention to these offices before 
making any considerable changes elsowhere. 

The postmaster-general has considered the 
subject of permitting postmasters to give ¢@s 
sureties the bond of guarantee associations. 


He has decided, after careful examination of 
the subject, that although such companies 
may be responsible and competent in law to 
become bond for postmasters, yet that the 
polisy of thedepartment will not permit 
such sureties to be accepted, 
itis constantly happening that upon the 
death of the postmaster, or his detection in 
crime, it is necessary for his sureties to take 
charge of the oflico, as under law they remain 
responsible for the performance ofthe duties 
of the office until a succersor takes possession. 
This sateguard would be broken down if the 
sureties were a foreign corporation, having no 
egent or person on the ground to take charge 
of the office, whenever, from death or other 
cauees,it becomes necessary to place the 
office in other hands than those of the post- 
master,

TRB BURIAL OF THB CARDINAL, 


An Imposing Ceremony Over the Bartal of 
4 Cardinal McOloskey. 
| New York, October 13.—A crowd of people 
gathered abeut the doors of the cathedral this 
morning, and waited for the moment when the 
public could enter the sacred enifice and look 
upon the remains of Cardinal 
hen their patience was nearly exhausted 
the procession emerged from the arch-episco- 
pal residence, walked slowly along the 
street and entered the cathedral 
by thesouth door. Six undertakersmen bors 
the body of the cardinal. Behind them cam 
a body of priests, headed by Archbishop Cor- 
rigan, Mgrs. Quinn, Farley and Preston, and 
Rev. Dr. McDonald. «The last named acted as 
master of ceremonies. The procession moved 
down the south aisle, went through the main 
vestibule and the center aisle, where the 
platiorm and catafalque had been erected. 
Then the bearers reverently placed the bur- 
den on the golden pall which covered the 
catafalque. The body of the cardinal was 
dressed in full ecclesiastical robes. Those con- 
sisted of caszock, cinctiere, rocket, amilestole 
dalmatic, chasable, pallium, manule and 
mitre. Four candles burned at the 
corners of the catafalque. A guard of four 
men from the society of St. Vincent De Paul 
stood nearthe catafalque. When the doors 
were at length thrown open, the crowd quickly 
filled the center aisle, passing along on either 
side. The people, after viewing the remains, 
leit the church by another exit. The police 
bad no difficulty in handling the crowd. 
Many of those who visited the cathedral today 
fcund fault with the height of the catafalque, 
which lifted the body of the cardinal so far 
above the heads of the people that it was 
alroost impossible to see the face. 
E)This evening, when the gates were closed, 
a line of people several blocka long was wait- 
ing on Fifth avenue to gain admission to the 
cathedral, where the remains of the dead 
cardinal are now lyingin state. The religious 
exercices will be continued tomorrow.

This year the issue was clearly made be- 
tween the two parties, andjparty alignments 
were mace’more strict then they had been 
for years. It wes merely a question of 


_a republican msjority of nearly fifty thou- 


sond asserting itself forcibly enough to over- 
come the democratic vote. 

This is just; what§was done. Suffering 
from the sting of national cefeat, and there- 
by lashed ithej "mere vigorously by 
party whips, fjand realizing the 
fact that to"have lost would baye been the for- 
mal sanction of "the dismembermentfo! their 
party, the republicans of Ohio rallied to the 
ballot box and elected their ticket. The 
democratic party has every reason tocon- 
eratulate itself cn its heroic struggle and on 
the fact that the republican majority has 
been held in suc narrow bounds, 


IMPROVING THE SOUTH ATLANTIC 
HARBORS. 

Tur ConstitUTION takes peculiar pleasure 
in noting the fact that the citizens of Savan- 
nab, acting in corcert with the citizens of 
othersouth Atlantic ports, have determined 
to hold in that city on the 25th of November 
a convention in the interest of the sonth 
Ailentic barbors, io be known as the South 
Atlantic Harbor Improvement convention. 

tealizing that the work of improving the 
harbors on the south Atlantic coast is pro- 
ceeding with distressing deliberation—so 
much to that the natural growth and devel- 
opment of the various ports are seriously 
retarded, and, feeling that united and har- 
monious ecticn is necessary if there are to 
be more jiberal appropriations for the work 
of improvement and greater activity in 
prosecuting it, the citizens of Savannah 
baye determined to call] a harbor improve- 
ment convention to meet in that city on the 
°o'h of November, for the purpose of taking 
such action as mey teem beet to push for- 
ward ibe work of improving the harbors of 
thescuth Atlantic coast. 

In furtherance of this determination, a 
committee of fifteen citizens of Savannah 
bas been eppointed, whose duty it is to make 
all arrangements for the proposed convention. 
This committee will baye entire contro! of all 
matters pertaining to the convention, and, 
ip addition, will have power to appoint com- 
mittees on finance, entertainment, transpor 
taticn, invitations, ete) The committee also 
bas power to increase its membership to any 
desirable extent. 

The Savanreh meeting also adopted a res- 
OJution to the effect that the convention 
shculd ke composed of represéntives from 
all the south Atiantic seaports, from the im- 
portant towns and cities in the south Atlan 
tic states, ard of the governors, renaters anc 
representatives of the same, and of delegates 
from a!l other towns, citics and states that 
ere directly cr indirectly interested in the 
ecmomerce of the south Atlantic states. 

The purpoees of the convention are im- 
portant enough to attract the attention and 
co-operation of every state in the south, and 
it is to be heped that the assemblaye will not 
only be thorupghly representative so far as 
the scuth is corcerred, but that it will also 
represent the energy, enterprise and activity 
which sre pow engaged in developing and 
improving aj] parts of the south. 

The proposed convention is not at all un- 
timely. Ati. Pau), Minn., and at Pitts- 
burg, Pa, conventions haye already been 
held, with the avowed object of securing big 
appropriations for the improvement of weat- 
erp rivers, and another convention has basen 
held at Chicago for the purpose of securing 
aid tothe Hennepin canal scheme, Tne ~a- 
vanneh convention oughtto be successful! not 
only in respect of attendance, but in secur- 
ing the attention of congress. The Missis- 
sippi river and other western streams repre- 
sent vast boles into which the treasures of 
the people bave been recklessly poured dar- 
ing the past few years; but the improvement 
of the south Atlantic ports represents a 
tcheme that iscf national concern—a scheme 
that ought to receive the sympathy and sup- 


port of all bonest men. We shall refer to 
this interesting subject again, 


THE WARK CLOUD IN THE EAST.

“After the unpleasantness was 
over Colonel Spaulding settled aown to business 
among the people of the city.

Yesterday the regular 
the chamber of commerce was held. Captain 
Robert J. Lowry, president of the chamber, 
presided. The report ot the standing com- 
mittee op grains, as printed in yesterday’s 
Constitution, was made to the chamber. Mr. 
Louis Gholstin, of the special 
committee appointed to prepare amend- 
ments to the constitution and by-laws 
wade areport, The smendments suggested 
were #8 iollows: In the absence of the presi- 
dent and al the vice-presidents, any member 
of the directory is authorized to preside. The 
elections for efiicers are to be kept recorded on 
triplicate lists and if there is a failure to elect 
sby cilicer, @ new election for that officer 
is to be ordered to occur one week 
thereafter. The board of directors are to ap. 
point inspectors of elections. The newly 
elected officers are to go into oflice the Tues- 
vay after the election. Tho secretary is to bo 
required to keep a statistical record of Atlan- 
ta’s commercial and Manufacturing interests 
and gD annual report of the statistics is to be 
printed. 

The committee on ,call board is 
to appoint a’ sub-committee on prices, reliev- 
ing the president of the task of making that 
appointment. A committee on legislation is 
also to be sprointed. The most important 
amendment adopted was in reference to mem- 
bers in arrears. At present a member who is 
behind for one month is dropped trom the 
rolls. The proposed amendment 
is that if he fails for 
@ month and does not renew in six months he 
is to be dropped. There is another important 
provision providing that any business house 
or firm being a member shall have the right 
to a ticket for one clerk who shall be allowed 
to tranesct business on the floor only for his 
em ployers. 

None of these amendments could be passed 
upon at the meeting of yesterday. They 
will lay over for 2 month and await the action 
of the next meeting. 

Mr. W.M. Williems offered an amendment 
providing that any changes in the standard 
grades of grain und hay should be posted on 
the board ten days belure goinginto effect.
